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A. The Section that woud be thus made in 
the Superficies of the Cone is called an Ellip/is. 
Which Name was firft given to this Section by 
that great Geomerer and admirable Writer of 
Conicks Apollonius Pergew upon Confideration of 
the moft known and uleful Property of it, o/Z- 
That the Square of its Ordinate is le{s than the 
Rectang'e of its Larus Refium and Abfciffa ; in like 
manner as the Hyperbo/a was fo called by the fame 
Author, becaule the Square of its Ordinate is big- 
ger than the Rectangle of irs Latus Redinm and 4- 
fcilfa 5 asalfo the Pavabola was focalled becaufe its 
Ordinate is equal ro the Rectangle of its Larus 
Reétum and AbfciJa. Ar firft thele Sections were cal- 
led the Sections of an Acure-angled, Obtufe-angled 
and Right-angled Cone, ull Apollonius found from 
the Properties of rhem, that they might all be ge- 
nerated in one and the fame Cone ; fo that they 
were no longer now tobe diftingmithed by the 
Name of the Cone in which they were gene- 
rad, but ‘by cheir moft eminent Ppoperties. 
Hence he gave them tue abovementioned Names 
which all Pofteriry have retained.
